Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1953.  It  is  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  circulars  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  as  estimated  in  the  Registrar  General’s  return  for  1953  is 
41,200.  This  can  be  compared  with  the  census  population  taken  in  1951,  which 
was  41 ,595- 

BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  616  births  during  the  year,  made  up  of  324  males  and  274 
females.  This  gives  us  a birth  rate  of  14.95  Per  thousand  of  the  population  and  was 
.49  per  thousand  of  the  population,  less  than  the  birth  rate  for  1952. 

There  were  18  still  births  during  the  year,  giving  us  a still  birth  rate  per 
thousand  live  and  still  births  of  28.39.  This  is  very  much  lower  than  the  still  birth 
rate  recorded  last  year. 

DEATH  RATE. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  persons — 236  males  and  212  females — died 
during  1953,  giving  us  a death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  poulation  of  10.87.  As 
reported  in  the  report  for  1952,  over  61%  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age. 

Disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation  was  the  cause  of  death  in  145  persons, 
cancer  in  66  persons,  and  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  in  50  persons.  Cancer 
of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  death  in  10  persons — all  male.  This  is 
an  increase  of  3 on  last  year’s  figures. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  highest  number  of  deaths,  namely  135, 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  extremely  severe  weather  which 
occurred  during  that  time  had  much  to  do  with  this  figure,  especially  in  the  older 
members  of  the  community. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

No  mother  died  in  child-birth  or  as  a result  of  child-birth  during  1953. 
You  will  have  read  that  there  were  616  live  births  and  18  still  births  during  the 
year,  and  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  is  very  pleasing. 
Indeed,  the  mother  now  receives  such  expert  attention  before,  during  and  after 
her  confinement  that  the  old  fear  is  fast  disappearing.  Over  60%  of  the  mothers 
were  confined  in  Hospital.  Applications  were  received  from  a much  larger  number, 
but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  beds  available  it  was  impossible  to  admit  the  re- 
mainder. Priority  is,  of  course,  granted  to  abnormal  cases  and  to  cases  where  the 
home  conditions  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Last  year  I expressed  my  pleasure  at  the  low  Infantile  mortality  rate  of  19 
per  thousand  live  births.  This  year  the  rate  has  jumped  to  50  per  thousand  live 
births.  Thirty-one  babies  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months  and  23  of 
these  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  4 weeks.  In  the  causes  of  death  as  certified 
I find  that  10  died  from  congenital  malformation  and  12  from  prematurity.  Our 
knowledge  why  a child  should  be  born  malformed  or  premature  is  far  from  being 
complete  and  until  such  time  as  these  causes  are  known  our  prevention  and  treat- 
ment must  perforce  be  unsatisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  155  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during 
the  year  — with  no  deaths.  Mothers,  once  they  have  seen  a case  of  Whooping 
Cough,  appreciate  how  distressing  this  condition  can  be,  with  the  result  that  more 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  immunization  scheme  which  the  Local  Health 
Authority  provides.  It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  greatest  danger  is  in  the 
early  months  of  the  child’s  life  and  thus  it  should  be  immunised  not  later  than  the 
sixth  month. 


DIPHTHERIA.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  This 
disease  has  been  practically  wiped  out  by  immunization.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
important  that  a high  percentage  of  the  children  should  be  protected  by 
immunization. 

The  immunization  scheme  now  in  force  enables  each  child  to  be  protected 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  by  the  administration  of  a combined 
Prophylactic,  thus  avoiding  duplicating  the  injections.  Although  hundreds  of 
children  have  been  immunized  during  the  year,  no  untoward  effect  has  been  noted 
as  a result  of  the  combined  Diphtheria-Whooping  Cough  vaccine. 

MEASLES.  12 1 cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths 
directly  attributable  to  this  disease.  Although  Measles  is  considered  a minor  illness 
it  can  be  very  severe,  and  in  the  very  young  can  be  dangerous.  Good  nursing  is 
essential  and  the  family  doctor  should  be  called  in  in  every  case,  so  that  complica- 
tions can  be  dealt  with  at  an  early  stage. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  Only  11  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  This 
disease  has,  of  late  years,  become  mild  in  character.  It  is  caused  by  a germ  which 
usually  responds  to  the  administration  of  the  modern  antibiotics,  and  thus  the 
complications  which  made  the  disease  so  feared  can  now  be  prevented. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  48  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3 new 
cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1953.  I believe  that 
people  are  better  educated  to  the  dangers  of  this  disease.  They  know  that  it  is 
infectious,  that  good  food  and  good  hygiene  have  an  important  bearing  on  the 
resistence  of  the  body  to  the  infecting  germ.  They  also  know  that  if  the  disease  is 
•detected  in  its  early  stages  that  a cure  can  be  obtained.  This  is  proved  by  the 
response  which  was  obtained  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  when  it  visited  the 
area.  It  is  also  proved  by  the  earlier  approach  to  the  family  doctor  from  symptoms 
which  suggest  that  an  X-Ray  of  the  Chest  is  desirable. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee have  purchased  new  premises  for  a Chest  Clinic.  This  will  be  equipped  with 
the  latest  X-Ray  apparatus,  which  will  obviate  the  journey  to  the  Cimla  Hospital 
fcr  X-Ray  examination. 

The  liaison  between  the  consulting  chest  Physician  and  his  staff  is  excellent, 
and  when  a case  is  notified  to  us,  the  home  is  visited  and  all  contacts  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination. 
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HOUSING. 

No  report  nowadays  can  be  complete  without  reference  to  the  work  which 
has  been  done  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  Since  the  end  of  the  war,  1,173 
houses  have  been  built  and  occupied,  and  yet  at  the  end  of  1953,  the  number  of 
applicants  on  the  housing  list  amounted  to  1,469.  The  areas  where  the  need  is 
greatest  are  in  the  Parishes  of  Coedffranc,  Blaenhonddan,  Dulais  Higher,  and 
Neath  Higher;  although  there  are  many  bad  cases  which  require  re-housing  in 
the  other  parishes  as  well.  The  “Points”  scheme  introduced  by  the  Council  has 
been  a great  boon  and  has  given  a definite  guide  to  the  Allocation  Committee.  One 
aspect  to  which  my  attention  has  been  brought  deals  with  the  parochial  system  of 
allocation.  A person  from  one  parish  with  a low  number  of  “points,”  when  com- 
pared with  applicants  from  another  parish,  may  be  allocated  a house  because  the 
need  is  not  so  great  in  his  particular  parish.  This,  on  the  face  of  it,  does  seem 
quite  equitable,  but  it  is  surprising  how  people  are  prepared  to  wait  a little  longer 
so  that  they  may  be  housed  in  the  hamlet  where  they  have  been  longest,  which  is 
usually  near  their  work,  in  which  a great  deal  of  their  interest  is  bound. 

I have  included  in  this  report  some  statistics  of  the  work  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,  as  several  of  the  members  of  the  Neath  Rural  District  Council 
are  also  members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement.  To  the  Clerk,  Engineer  and  Treasurer 
and  also  to  Mr.  Stanford  and  his  staff,  and  to  Mr.  Davies,  the  Chief  Clerk,  for  their 
Toyal  co-operation  during  the  year  under  review.
